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TREMPER MOUND YIELDS WEALTH OF RELICS 
"The Best Find On 
Record" Declare Men 


ID Charge 01 Work 


What might 


"Westminster 


be 
termed 


Abbey 
of 


Mound Builders" has just been 


; explored, and its 
treasure 
of 


relics is being placed on display 
at the Museum of the Ohio Arch- 
eological and Historical Society, 
at North High street and Fif- 
teenth avenue, Columbus, Ohio, 
This great prehistoric earthwork, 
known as the Tremper Mound, is 
located on the farm of Senator 
"\V. D. Tremper, five miles north 
of Portsmouth, 
Seioto 
county. 


The specimens 'secured therefrom 
by the Museum in its summer's 
field work, just completed, are by 
far the finest and most interesting 
ever taken from any inound. They 
consist principally of-ornaments 
and implements made from cop- 
per, stone, fire clay, mica, bone, 
etc., among which the feature is 
upwards of two hundred exqui- 
sitely carved tobacco pipes, many 
of them in the image of birds, 
animals, turtles and other 
life 


forms. These pipes represent the 
highest degree of aboriginal arl, 
BO far found in the Jlound Build- 
ers* tumuli, and many of them 
would be worthy, the efforts and 
skill of the 
modern 
sculptor. 


Claws, feathers and minute char- 
acteristics of the subject portray- 
od are carefully worked out, dis- 
playing a skill and patience al- 


. most unbelievable in a people of 


prehistoric times." 


The Tremper Mound long- has 


been known to scientists and to 
the public. As early 
as 1829, 


Kraiiois Cleveland, state civil en- 
gineer, in surveying the route for 
the Ohio, and 
Erie canal, was 


struck with its boldness and un- 
usual form. In digging tho naiml, 
whcro it passes within a few rods 
of the Mound, workmen unearth- 
ed many unusual relics, doubt- 
less owing their presence to the 
proximity of the earthwork. The 
inound was first brought to scien- 
tific notice in 1847 by Squier and 
'Davis, the 
early 
archeologista; 


representing any 
animal. 
This 


distinction is important, as it is 
equivalent to determining; the ac- 
tual purpose of the inound—that 
of a burial place, and not of the 
class of so-called effigy mounds, 
built for ceremonial or religious 
purposes. 


Permission to explore the earth- 


work was extended the Museum 
by Senator Tremper, its owner, 
who was anxious to further 
the 


society's research along that line, 
and to afford the 
public what- 


ever information the investigation 
might produce. The exploration 
of the mound disclosed the fact 
that it marked the .site of a build- 
ing 
or- structure, 
a 
"sacred 


place," used for the cremation of 
the dead, the disposition of their 
ashes, and the ceremonies attend- 
ant thereon. Roughly, it might be 
likened to the church and accom- 
panying graveyard 
of 
modern 


times, with cremation substituted 
for ordinary burial. 


A few feet in from the margin 


of the mound, the exploring party 
came upon the first of the more 
than (iOO post holes, which, set 
about 2J/> 1'cct apart, had contain- 
ed vertical timbers or posts, form- 
ing the outer walls of the struc- 
ture. These pestholes, occurring 
as unfilled cavities from the floor 
line to upwards of three feet be- 
low the same, were from two 
inches to eight or ten inches in 
diameter. 
The hollow mould of 


the post was preserved through 
the post resisting decay until the 
earth of the mound had become, 
sufficiently settled nnd firm 
to | 


who described and 
mapped the 


work. 
Mound Was 
of Good Size 


Tho Tremper Mound, in form, 


is roughly that of some animal, 
pnHoKfd by an oval embankment 
or Wiill. The mound proper is 2nO 
fret long, with an average width 
of fifty feet, and a 
maximum 


height'of 8V» feet. The enclosing 
wall is about 1500 feet in circum- 


of interests" confined to the dis- 
posal of the dead; for it was founc 
that there had been established 
a great central repository for the 
sole purpose of receiving the val- 
uable possessions of the dead anc 
offerings made by friends. 


The great central depository for 


the ashes of the dead was 12 feet 
long and nearly six feet wide, rcc 
taugular or basin shaped. It was 
built on the floor of the struc 
ture, extending somewhat, below 
and above it, and was made from 
fine tough clay, trowled down i 
burned to the color and hardness 
of brick. In this basin, the ashes 
of probably more than 100 cre- 
mated bodies had been 
placed. 


There were few smaller deposi 
tories, but all showed the same 
community idea in their use. 
There.were a number of crema- 
tories in various parts of

structure. 
Various Forms 
Of Pipes Found 


Among the life forms represent- 


ed in the tobacco pipes, which are 
all of the so-called monitor or 
platform type of pipe, are the fol- 
lowing: bear, one specimen with 
pearls, set in eyes and copper 
mouthpiece; wolf, wildcat, moun- 
tain "lion, beaver, otter, raccoon, 
(with front paw in crawfish hole) 
opossum, squirrel, 
mink, otter 


(carrying fish in 
mouth), 
dog 


(the 
only sculpture or image of 


the dog ever 
found, 
although 


bones of the dog have been iden- 
tified) ; eagle, owl,.hawk, sand- 
hill crane (with crest on head 
painted red); wild duck, turtle, 
toad, and many others. Some fine 
specimens of conventional designs 
are shown in the display, as well 
as objects and designs cut from 
sheet mica. Many of the bird and 
animal pipes have the eyes set with 
copper heads or pearls, and

The only discovery in any way 


approaching in importance that 
of the Tremper mound, is the find 
by Squier and Davis, in 1847, of 
a similar deposit of pipes, in the

Squier 
and Davis were practically the 
first explorers in the Ohio field, 
and up to the present time, their 
finds have remained the wonder 
and envy, of the 
scientific

museum world. The pipes of the

It was stated Thursday by au engineer that the new Scioto 


bridge would certainly be ready for traffic Beveral weeks before 
the tow path is completed, unless there was much more activity in 
the work than is now being manifested. This presents a situation 
absolutely without parallel in the history of contracting. The tow 
path work should have beeu so well in hand that it would have 
been completed a month at least before the bridge was ready, but 
tortead the contractor, George White, has fiddled along at a snail s 
nace and has unnecessarily delayed the work. 


We wonder what it means in this county to give a bond to 


fiouh a certain piece of work within a given time? 
White gave 


a bond and he has long over-stepped the limit set. Why does not 
the prosecuting attorney act, in connection with the authorities, 
£& ££d the bonding company to finish the work, taking it en, 
tirely out of mite's hands) 
Or why do not the officials take 


the work away from Whit* and finish it 
themselves, compelling 
*' bontogTompany to foot the bill! There is no use m fooling 
with the contractor any longer.

Proaecntor MicHethwait, following the

ibore editorial in the Noon Extra Saturday, stated that he had 
been ready and willing to take action but that upon investigation 
le had found that he could do nothing for the reason that in 
•White's contract there was.no limit for the 
completion of the 


towpath road 
The original contract called for a 30 foot road and 


'this had a proper time limit for completion. Subsequently the road 
•was widened and a new contract calling for a 37 foot roadway was 
entered into. The bond given by White for this work expressly 
wawed a time limit and as the bond by some oversight, was ap- 
proved by the commissioners they also waived the time limit, ac- 
cording to the prosecutor. The result is that White has his own 
sweet tune to complete this roadway. 


Pro«ecntor Mkklethwait says that where there is no time 


limit the law presumes that a reasonable time shall be used in 
which to complete the contract. When the work is done if an un- 
reasonable time has been occupied the county can sue the con- 
tractor and his bondsmen for damages, and can recover if it can 
demonstrate that there has been unnecessary delay. 


So there the situation rests. We hope that if the contractor 


fails to complete his work 'by the time the bridge is opened he 
will be sued and at least enough recovered to pay for the cost of 
operating the temporary 'bridge while he has held up the main 
bridge from being traveled. 


Also a negligent contractor certainly ought to be barred Irom 


doing any more contract work of a public nature in Scioto county 


NOT THEIR FAULT. 


The big uncovered ditch, at the west end of the Feurt under- 


ground crossing continues to yawn for victims, and is finding them. 


Do not blame the commissioners, however, that nothing is be- 


ing done to fill it up or cover it over. Here is one part of the road 
the commissioners have not been responsible for in quite awhile 
and no county official will be until the contract for the improve- 
ment thereof has been completed and accepted.

But two things are certain.

ered over or filled up, and the other is the likelihood that anytime 
the state may be called upon to pay big damages for an accident 
happening there. It is no wise short of a crime to leave the ditch 
open.
